rally wrote President Taft and asked 
' thai, he choose the Republican who. 
in his estimation, could make the 
best speech'and would be best suitad 
to be the orator of the day. 
The 


question was put up directly 
to 


President Taft. 


The President enclosed the letter 


from the Wisconsin man with a note 
to James E. Watson, in 
which he 


designated Mr. Watson as the man 
who was best suited and qualified to 
make the speech. Mr. Watson will 
likely accept the invitation. 


At the conference -f 
Republican 


leaders at the White house Monday 
evening the question of the national 
chairmanship will most likely come 
up for discussion. It is the under- 
standing that the, president has call- 
ed ihese certain Bepublicans together 
with the expectation that they-will 
advise 
with liim and express their 


opinions as methods to-be used--in 
the campaign. 


The national chairmanship 'is a 


most important position, as in bis 
hands lies the direction of the af- 
fairs of the campaign, and most nec- 
essarily a capable, experienced and 
astute politician is required—one who 
bas had actual training in tbe polit- 
ical game. 


President Taft has 
already ex- 


pressed a deep appreciation and ad- 
miration for the work of his secre- 
tary. W. D. Hillis. The President 
has inferred that his choice 
would 


rnrst likely be Mr. Hillis. 


James E. Watson expects to go to 


the meeting with the determination 


of advocating the selection of a. man 
trained to do the work. He declares 
that the time is at hand when another 
Mark Hanna is needed to lead the 
forces of RepfitiiieariiflJf to victory in 
the faces of. anjyppejfding crisis.

Supreme -Court Judge of This City 


Writes Minority Opinion in Mar- 


shall Constitution Decision. 


MAJORITY HOLDS IT IS NULL 


Morris Shuns Discussicn of Great 


Constitutional Questions—De- 


clares Against Lower Court. 


Douglas M. Morris of this city, a 


member of the 
Indiana 
supreme 


court, wrote the dissenting opinion 
in the finding of the court yesterday 
that the act of the 1911 legislature 
providing for the "Tom Marshall" 
constitution was invalid. Three mem- 
bers of the court believed the act 
null and void, while Judge Morris 
and Judge Spencer dissented. 


In his dissertations on the protest, 


against the majority opinion, Judge 
Morris declared: - 


"The 
plaintiff -here 
comes into 


court, demanding in advance of the 
electors' expression of approval or 
disapproval of what he claims is a 
series of constitutional amendments, 
the determination and 
adjudication 


of their future validity, if approved, 
and ifv in the opinion of the court, 
there is a prospective invalidity, that 
the voters of Indiana be restrained 
from voting on the proposition, by 
enjoining the Governor and other of- 
ficers from supplying them with bal- 
lots that are so printed as to enable 
them to express their choice. This 
remarkable prayer was granted by 
the lower court, and is sanctioned by 
the majority opinion here. Since 
1C40 
the courts of English-speaking 


people have resolutely and invariably 
denied the existence of 
any 
such 


power, -and I 
most e arnestly 


protest against its'revival now. •> 


"For the foregoing reasons;' and 


for others . set out in appellants' 
briefs, the-Circuit'Court foad rit> jur- 
igdiction of>the-cause'o'Faction, and 
the judgment should be "reversed with 
instruction to sustain the motions in 
arrest of judgment. 


"Where the lower court 
has no 


jurisdiction of the subject matter of 
the action, it is" improper for this 
court 'to 'consider other questions 
urged." 
' 


Judge Morris, in the. dissenting 


opinion, shunned ti> a great 
extent 


the extensive argument, and 
based. 


his finding in great measure on .the 
proposition that the Governor of the 
State is immune to the operations of 
the courts, except in cases where he 
becomes a criminal, or in similar in- 
stances. 


The dissenting decision does 
not 


admit that the Governor can ever be 
other than 'Governor when he is in 
office and it cites a long list of au- 
thorities where the courts have re- 
fused to interfere with any guberna- 
torial act. 
Judge Morris also up- 


held the argument that the attack on 
the proposed new construction was 
premature by an 
argument, which 


held, in effect, that the instrument 
might have been rejected by the vo- 
ters of the state, and that, therefore, 
they should have been given a voice 
in the situation before consideration 
of the question was taken entirely 
out of their hands. 


The majority decision of the court' 


upheld a decision by Judge Charles' 
Remster of the Marion Circuit Court, 
in which he declared the act null and 
void and restrained the Governor, 
secretary of state and the

Plant is $4,500—To Repair 


Assembly Room Floor. 


At a special meeting of the county 


council today, at,which a quorum was 
present, $5,473.60 was appropriated 
to be used for various things, chief 
among the number being the appro- 
priation for a county heating plant. 


The appropriation is not definite, 


however. It may be cut down or in- 
creased Monday, because the council 
adjourned to meet again Monday af- 
ternoon at three o'clock. It is un- 
derstood that the appropriating was 
all done this afternoon, but the law 
is so worded that it is necessary for 
the council to meet again Monday. 


The statute says in this regard 


that a county cou»eil shall not ap- 
propriate more than three thousand 
dollars at one sitting. If more than 
that amount, is appropriated the law 
provides the council shall come back 
the nest day, after having had a 
night to think it over. The members 
then have the power either to in- 
crease or decrease the amount. 
' The 'bulk of the appropriation was 
$4.500 for a new heating plant. There 
has been some agitation for a new 
heating plant for some time, it being 
argued that the old one located on 
the back of the jail lot was not sat- 
isfactory. 
This plant furnishes heat 


for the jail and court 'house. 


The next largest appropriation was 


$900 for the repair of bridges over 
the county. An appropriation of $250 
was made to be used for the repair 
of the floor in the court house as- 
sembly room. It has been warped 
tut some time, arid causae great in- 
convenience when meetings are held.

er1, will get $124.35 out of the total 
as fees for 
collecting

LIGHTNING MARKS VICTIM THEN 


WAITS 20 YEARS TO COMPLETE JOB 


Bolt Strikes Blasted Oak on Farm 
i 


Near Falmouth, Thus Ending 


Doomed Tree's Career. 


LONG EVIDENCE OF PRANK 


Lightning marked a victim, waited 


twenty years and then claimed its 
own in a woods on the Rodney Ship- 
ley farm, near Falmouth. 


Thirty years ago, during a thun- 


derstorm, a large red oak tree was 
struck by a bolt of lightning, which, 
through an 
unaccountable 
freak, 


split the stem of the tree, from a 
point ten feet above the ground to 
the first branches, into three parts. 
These parts were riven clear from 


the rest of the tree, and fell to the 
sides. So quickly was the work done, 
that the top,-which was unbroken, fell 
true as a plummet. Its slivered stalk 
struck the jagged stump below and 
stuck fast. 


There the object 
stood, like a 


dwarf tree, and an object of much 
curiosity. Though dead, it stood in 
its strange position for years, rotting 
slowly until it resembled a' dead snag, 
with only a ragged seam about its 
trunk, ten feet from the roots, to bear 
witness of the old tragedy in its life. 
Recently another bolt of lightning 
struck the curious pillar and clove 
it to the ground. Only a mass of 
fragments, rotten with, age, remained 
of the,blasted, oak, which had long 
been pointed out as an evidence of. 
the strange beaks of

The production of salt in the Uni- 


ted States in 1911 
was 31,183.968 


barrels of 280 pounds each, valued 
at .«i8.3-lo.692, according to W. C. 
Phalen, of the United States Geolo- 
gical Survey, in a report oh salt and 
bromine, just issued as an advance 
chapter from "Mineral resources for 
1911." This is an increase compared 
with 1910 of 
878,312 barrels in 


quantity ^and $445,348 in value. 


In addition to the domestic pro- 


duction 1,014,926 barrels of salt was 
imported. 
This importation 
was 


partly balanced by the exports, 349,- 
092 barrels, leaving an excess of im- 
ports over exports of 665,834 mar- 
re!?. The united States is amply able. 
according to Mr. Phalen, to supply all 
the domestic demands, as the capa- 
city of the active mines and plants is 
largely in excess of the present out- 
put. 
Moreover, there are 
many 


plants now idle that could easily re- 
sume operations 
should 
conditions 


warrant.

SUFFRAGE GETS 


A SEVERE BLOW 


Ruled Out of Federation of 


Women's dubs, 


MANY WOMEN WEPT THEREAT 


When President of Federation Sat 


Down on a Resolution Declaring For 
Equal Suffrage There Was a Near 
Riot on the Floor of the Convention 
of Women's Clubs at San Francisco, 
Many Women Adding Sobs to Storm. 


San Francisco, July 6.—At the last 


day's session of the Federation of 
Women's Clubs in convention here, 
woman suffrage was ' knocked out. 
The committee on resolutions had 
been wrestling with suffrage for sev- 
eral days. Mrs. Charles Farwell Ed- 
son, of Los Angeles, an eager suffrage 
advocate, learned that the committee 
had turned down the suffrage resolu- 
tion. So she presented a strong res- 
olution for equal suffrage from the 
floor of the convention and demanded 
that the convention indorse it. 


At once pandemonium broke loose. 


The southern delegates clamored and 
finally, after great confusion, Mrs. 
Phillip Moore, the presiding officer, 
ruled that the resolution was out of 
order. This ruling nearly caused a 
riot. 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan, a suf- 


frage leader, demanded to know why 
Mrs. Moore made her ruling. 
The 


president replied: 


"The indorsement of suffrage at this 


time would be a blow to the general 
federation and also to suffragists, be- 
cause the work of the federation has 
to do with the education of the timid, 
conservative woman, preparing her to 
accept the citizenship which is surely 
coming. If the conservative woman 
goes out of the federation now she 
goes out as an anti-suffragist and her 
work will be destructive." 


Many women wept over the fate of 


the resolution and severely censured 
Mrs. Edson for her action in introduc- 
ing the subject on the floor. 


The final session of the convention 


was held last night. After discussion 
of public health and pure food, Mrs. 
Frank N. Sheik submitted the report 
of the committee on resolutions and 
Mrs. 
Moore introduced the now offi- 


cers. The selection of a place for the 
next convention went over until the 
meeting of directors in the fall. The 
newly elected officers are:

Js tie First Ptymt to 


Sii Years. 


ANOTHER ONE NEXT DECEMBER

With the Payment of $150,000 of State 


Debt Following Receipt of Sinking' 
Fund Revenues Which Came From • 
June Settlement, Assurance t* Given 
That Similar Payment W.ill Be Made 
Following the Next Settlement. 


Indianapolis, July 6.—A payment of 


$150,975 on the state debt, of which 
$150,000 is payment on the principal, 
has been made from the sinking fund 
revenues which came to the state 
through the June settlement of taxes. 
This is the first payment on the state 
debt since January, 1906, with the ex- 
ception of the taking up of $103,900 
worth of state fair colosseum bonds, 
which were paid off through an appro- 
priation of the 1911 legislature. After 
the payment on the debt a total of 
$452.67 remains in the sinking fund. 
Under a statute passed in 1911 the 
state debt sinking fund which consists 
of a levy of 1% cents on each $100 
worth of taxable property in the state 
may be used only for the purpose of 
paying off the debt, and it is provided 
by the statute that this money shall 
not be diverted for other purposes. 


As soon as the December settlement 


of taxes in 1912 is in, the financial 
officers of the state expect to pay off 
nearly $150,000 more of the state debt. 
The $150.000 of the principal paid off 
was held by the Greenwich Savings 
bank-of New York. The annual in- 
terest on the amount of bonds taken 
up was $5,250. 


The state debt after deducting the 


payment made from the June settle- 
ment totals $1,410,163.12, with some 
additional interest. Of this amount, 
$607,548, known /as the domestic debt, 
consists of bonds of Vincennes univer- 
sity, Purdue university and Indiana 
university. 


WILL FIGHT IT 


Evansville Not Going to Stand For 


Public Utilities Merger. 


Evansville, rnd., July 6.—The city 


council has employed attorneys to rep- 
resent the interests of the city in tho 
merger of the Evansville & Southern 
Indiana Traction company, the Erans- 
vJHe Public Service company and the 
Evansville Gas and Electric Light 
company. The first steps in the pro- 
posed merger were taken several 
w.eeks ago and the merger is now 
about consummated, it is said, as di- 
rectors of the consolidated company, 
known as the Public Utilities compa- 
nk, were elected a week or so ago. 
The lawyers are now preparing a .suit 
which, it is understood, will seek to 
prevent t!ie merger on the grounds 
that it would be in violation of exist- 
ing anti-trust laws and in restraint of 
trafie.

Horizon Cleared. 


The nomination of Woodrow Wil- 


son this week clears the situation at 
several points. It is another triumph 
for the Bryan section of the Demo- 
cratic party, and thus will be objec- 
tionable to a large portion 
of 
the 


conservative 
element. Col. Roose- 


velt's Progressive party will be de- 
'priyed of an accession of Democrats 
which it would have received if the 
candidacy had gone to Harmon, Un- 
derwood or Clark. 
Wilson's ability 


to, carry New York under existing 
conditions is decidedly doubtful. Un- 
til close to the end of the balloting 
New York's delegation refused to go 
to him. His radicalism is of a brand 
which will hardly be acceptable to 
that state, with its conservative tra- 
ditions and its hostility to any policy 
calculated to disturb general trade. 


There are persons who believe that 


Wilson is a man of destiny. He 
jumped from the presidency of a uni- 
versity into the governorship of one 
of the important Stales. Two years 
later 
he is 
nominated for presi- 


dent by one of the great parties, af- 


- ter one of the most exciting conven- 
tions which that party has held since 
the gathering at Charleston in 1800 
which resulted in a rupture in 
its 


ranks which aided in giving the Re- 
publicans control of the country. 


These are the obvious features of 


his career. 
There are some points, 


however, in his record which are ov- 
erlooked, but which are 
important 


enough to recall now. 
He obtained 


the nomination for governor in 1910, 
a year in which the Republicans of 
the country were apathetic as well as 
discordant. His Republican oppon- 
ent in that year was one of the weak- 
est men who could have been selected 
by apy Republican gathering. Any 
respectable Democrat could have car- 
ried New Jersey under those condi- 


tions. Yet in the election for 
the 


Legislature in 1911, in which Wilson 
was directly interested, and in which 
he made a canvass of the State, he 
was defeated. The Republicans con- 
trol the Legislature at this moment. 
These are facts which are of decided 
interest just now. 


In nominating Wilson the Demo- 


crats followed the line of least re- 
sistence. While Bryan ivas really 
working for 
his own nomination 


rather than that of Wilson, the nomi- 
nee belongs to the Bryan ingredient 
of the party, which 
controlled - the 


conventions of 1S9G, 1900 and 190S. 
It is the strongest section 
of 
the 


party, but. as the record of those 
years show, it is not strong enough 
to elect a president. 
Wilson's re- 


cent shift toward radicalism of the 
most radical sort will 
undoubtedly 


carry many conservative Democrats 
over to the Republican side', and aid 
in the election of Tafr. 
In this, re- 


spect the history of 1S96, when Wil- 
son's sponsor was first nominated, is 
likely tc. be repeated. 
Providence is 


srill .in the side of the Republican 
parly.

:he air calls for instant estimate and 
decision on physical forces, and a 
woman's quick wit ought to serve 
ler well.

Income Tax Amendment. 


The proposition to give Congress 


power to enact an income tax without 
apportioning it among the states, and 
without regard to any count of 
the 


population, is moving ahead slowly, 
but it is .moving, snys the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Thirty-three legis- 


latures have not ratified it, the latest 
of these, (hat of Minnesota, having 
acted a few days ago. 
It must get 


the support of three additional states 
before it can become a part of the 
constitution. Six or seven states are 
still to act upon it, about half of 
them being VTestern states. Out of 
this number'(he 
proposition 
will 


probably get enough supporters 
to 


put it into effect. 


This has been slow work. 
The 


amendment proposition was submit- 
ted to the States in the summer of 
1909, but lack of interest in the sub- 
ject delayed, action, except 
in the 


ease of a few states, for over a year. 
In sveral instances one branch of a 
legislture has. rejected the proposi- 
tion and later on reconsidered its 
course and ratified it. In this way 
the total in its favor has been mount- 
ing slowly but steadily; From pres- 
ent indications enough states will 
have sanctioned it by the end of 1913 
to place it in the organic; law. 


The income tax will be the six- 


teenth amendment to the constitution. 
Probably the proposition 
to 
elect 


United States senators by a direct 
vote of-the people of the respective 
states will be the seventh amendment. 
The Massachusett Legislature rati- 
fied the latter measure a few days 
after getting hold of it. This idea 
is strong in the South and West it is 
likely to have a quicker ran to enact- 
ment than the income tax is getting 
There is talk of an attempt to push 
through, an eighteenth amendment, xto 
lengthen the terms of presidents,7and

I STORM I 


State Fcod Commissioner Will Ask 


National Association to Endorse 


Regulation Measure. 


WILL URGE ITS 
ENACTMENT 


Indiana is "Pathfinder" in Cold Stor- 


age Legislation—Other States 


Are Following. 


H. E. Barnard State food and drug- 


commissioner, has written what lie 
calls a model cold storage bill which 
lie will present to the convention of 
the National Association of 
State 


and Federal Dairy and Food Com- 
missioners 
that 
will 
convene in 


Seattle, Wash., July 9. The Indiana 
pure food authority will ask the na- 
tional organization to adopt the bill 
and to urge its enactment in every 
state in the Union. 


According to Mr. Barnard. Indiana 


was the first state to pass a law com- 
pelling owners of cold storage estab- 
lishments to report when ordered to 
state food authorities concerning the 
length of time food products were 
being preserved in storage and as to 
the condition of their cold storage 
plants. With few exceptions the bill 
which Mr. Barnard will present will 
be like the Indiana law in 1911. 


The bill- would permit owners of. 


storage plants to sell chickens, meats 
and similar food products after the 
foodstuffs had been in cold storage 
for a year. The Indiana law provides 
that articles of food may be stored 
only nine months. 


The bill outlines sanitary precau- 


tions that should be taken in 
cold 


storage plants; provides that goods 
shall be dated upon entrance and 
withdrawal from cold storage: 
that 


cold storage products be sold where 
placards explain to 
the 
consumer 


that the product? have been preserv- 
ed in cold storage plants and that 
owners keep complete records.of all 
assignments of goods when the food- 
stuffs are entered into and withdrawn 
from the storage plants.

Xow, for example, if there 
is a law compelling owners of cold 
storage plants to register the amount 
of goods stored, and the time of stor- 
age, it would be an easy matter to 
ascertain if the storage owners were 
holding up the public.

for them to do this, but if the public 
could learn that they were being held 
tip for higher prices, public opinion 
would cause the storage men to make 
amends."

eral Orozeo, the rebel general now re- 
treating on Juarez, intends to fire upon 
the gas and electric light and power 
plants in El Paso, which serve both 
the Texas and the Mexican cities. 


It may be authoritatively 
stated 


that If General Orozeo ventures such 
an act he will expose his forces to pun- 
ishment by the United States forces 
now gathered along the Rio Grande, 
opposite Juarez.

Trains arriving In Juarez have 


brought 1,500 rebel soldiers from the 
south, according to reports reaching 
here. 
The Texas authorities are 


greatly agitated over the situation. 
Governor Colquitt considers the dan- 
ger along the border so serious that 
he would not permit the Texas militia 
organization to take part In the joint 
maneuvers arranged for in Louisiana. 
The governor is quoted here as say- 
ing that "Texas has licked Mexico 
once and she can do it again." 


It Is not believed here that General 


Orozeo will venture such a preposter- 
ous thing as deliberately to fire upon 
American territory, yet should he do 
so there is a large force of cavalry, 
infantry and field artillery stationed 
in El Paso, sufficient to handle any sit- 
uation which might possibly develop 
on either side of the border.

DECLARED INVALID 


New Constitution Act Nullified by the 


Supreme Court. 


Indianapolis, July 6.—The act of the 


1911 legislature providing for the 
"Tom Marshall" constitution has been 
declared in-alid by the supreme court. 
Three memhers of the court, Judges 
Myers and Monks and Chief Justice 
Cox, handed down an opinion denying 
the right of the state board of election 
commissioners to place the proposed 
constitution on the ballot at the com- 
ing general eiecion in November, for 
ratification or rejection by the people. 
Judges Spencer and Morris dissented 
from the opinion of the majority and 
upheld the right of the appellants to 
take such action. 


The majority decision of the court 


upheld a decision by Judge Remster of 
the Marion circuit court, in which he 
declared the act null and void and re- 
strained the election commissioners 
from seeking to place the new consti- 
tution before the people.

bureau by teachers in all parts of the 
United States, an^l among the number 
there are some from this city.

poor children. Another is a general 
suggestion of material aid for pool- 
children. Still another suggestion is 
:hat of an appropriation of $300 or 
$500 as a fund for the use of needy 
boys and girls, and there are men- 
tions of other 
endowments which 


would,,in the opinion of the bureau, 
be of use. 


The whole matter resolves itself to 


this—a calling of-public attention to 
the many uses to which endowments 
to public schools might be' put. with 
immensely good effect. Heretofore the

institutions 


substantially, have seldom left any 
amounts of consequence 
to 
public 


schools.
